Be sure to note that 
there is a difference be- 
tween theatre criticism and 
drama criticism. Although 
you may come across both 
terms while looking for 
information about plays, 
only DRAMA CRITICISM is 
likely to be of value to you 
in an English class. 

THEATRE CRITI- 
CISM is an account of a 
stage presentation of a 
play. It reviews or cri- 
tiques the actors' perfor- 
mances, lighting, special 
’ effects, the stage set, 
music, or the director's 
role. Such articles are 
generally concerned with 
how the play was per- 
formed rather than the 
content or meaning of the 
play itself. 

DRAMA CRITICISM, 
on the other hand, is an 
analysis of the drama 
itself. It reviews or cri- 
tiques the characteriza- 
tion, theme, setting, or 
some other aspect of the 
play. These articles are 
generally concerned with 
a literary analysis of the 
play; the quality of the 
performance is irrelevant. 

How do you know 
whether a citation refers 
to an article that discusses 
a stage performance or to 
an article that probes the 
motives of a character or 
theme of the play? You 
may have to briefly review 



the article itself to deter- 
mine if it is theatre criti- 
cism or drama criticism. 
You can be sure, for 
example, that an article 
that comments on an 
actors' performance (i.e., 
Dustin Hoffman in 
RAIN MAN) is theatre 
criticism; an article that 
comments on the play 
character, Willy Loman (in 
Death of a Salesman ^ is 
drama criticism. 

Is there a difference 
between a DRAMATIST 
and a PLAYWRIGHT? 



Webster’s New Collegiate 
Dictionary defines a 
dramatist as "playwright" 
and the word playwright 
as "a person who writes 
plays."

Gale Literary Criticism Series 



Literary criticism is, by definition, "the art of evaluating or analyzing, with knowledge 
and propriety, works of literature." The Gale Literary Criticism Series provides a digest of 
literary criticism that spans works in all genres from antiquity to the twentieth century. 

The "key" to the series is the cumulative index in the backs of various volumes of 
the series. Not only are references given to articles in that particular series title, but 
references are given to articles in other related Gale series titles. 

Searching by Author 

In CONTEMPORARY LITERARY CRITICISM, specific information on an author, 
EDGAR ALLAN POE for instance, can be located in a number of Gale series titles. 
The AUTHOR INDEX is used to locate this information, which looks like the follow- 
ing example: 

Poe, Edgar Allan 

1809-1849 NCLC X, 16; DA; PC 1; SSC 1; WLC

The entry to the right of the author’s name indicates the Gale Series title and 
volume(s) in which major articles can be found about the author and his work.The 
entries that begin with "See also" refer to other series titles in which information 
about the author appears. Explanations of abbreviations (such as PC, DLB and SATA) 
are given on the first page of the AUTHOR INDEX in the back of each volume. 

If the index is cumulative, a master index is reprinted in the back of each of the 
individual title series. Use this index to locate information in aH of the individual title 
series. See the wheel drawing on at the end of this section for an illustration of the 
master index. 




The series can also be used to locate criticism about specific titles. In later 
volumes of each series (with the exception of CMLC), a title index is included in the 



back of the volume. Some of these indexes are cumulative, covering all volumes in 



that series to the current volume. 

CLC. NCLC . and TCLC have separate, paperbound, cumulative title indexes. The 
entries look like the following example and refer to volume and page numbers.

The MLA Bibliography 



(Located on the 
Index tables, 1 960 - 
present) 

The foremost guide 
to information about 
literature is the MLA 
INTERNATIONAL BIBLI- 
OGRAPHY. It is an annual 
compilation of selections 
from various books and 
periodical sources in the 
field of modern languages 
and literature. It lists 
articles in foreign lan- 
guages as well as in En- 
glish. 

Unfortunately, com- 
pilation of the MLA 
INTERNATIONAL BIBLI- 
OGRAPHY is a lengthy 
process. This means that 
publication runs one or 
two years behind. The 
latest volume, which will 
not be the current year, is 
always shelved on the 
index table. 

The annual volumes 
are bound and shelved on 
one of the index tables 
and are located in the 
Main Library/Ref. campus 
library. Some volumes 
contain publications for 
more than one year; 
check the spine of the 
volume to determine if 
more than one year is 
included and then look in 
each year's section indi- 
vidually. Some volumes 
contain information on 
literature from all over the 



world; Shelton State 
students, however, are 
usually interested only in 
information on general, 
English, or American 
literature. 

MLA. for Years I960 

Through I960 

Each volume of "the 
MLA" for the years I960 
through I960 begins with 
a geographical Table of 
Contents. Note that the 
Table of Contents is 
further divided by chrono- 
logical literary periods. 
This means that, in order 
to use the MLA effectively, 
you'll need to know the 
country and time period 
of the author you're 
researching. 

Note that the num- 
bers given in the Table of 
Contents refer to item 
numbers for each entry -- 
NOT to page numbers. An 
item number is like an 
inventory number as- 
signed to each individual 
entry. 

There are specific 
entries given for selected 
writers -- like Shakespeare 
and Melville — in the Table 
of Contents. 

To find information 
about specific writers, 
turn first to the appropri- 
ate geographical and 
chronological section. 
Then, begin looking for 
the writer's name in 



boldface type. Writers' 
names are arranged 
alphabetically in each 
section. 

MLA for Years (981 to 

the Latest Volume 

In 1981, the MLA 
changed the format of the 
Bibliography by making the 
chronological section 
easier to read (providing 
headlines on each page) 
and by adding a subject 
index. However, the 
subject headings that are 
used are rather esoteric 
and do not include all 
articles or books. Shelton 
State students are advised 
to use the Guide to 
Classified Listings given in 
the front of the volume 
and to use the headlines 
to locate the appropriate 
nationality and chronologi- 
cal period. 

In 1981, the Classi- 
fied listings began to list 
pagination as well as item 
numbers. The index 
(subject and author) 
pagination begins with "A" 
and then an arabic nu- 
meral.

Tips on Using Alt 




Volumes of the MLA 
AVOID entries that 



look like this: {F 123} or 
give the abbreviation DAI . 

"F" stands for

field. Festschriften are 
difficult to find, so don't 
waste time looking for 
them.

NEWSBANK - A current 
awareness source of 
articles from over 
300 newspapers in 
the United States. At 
least two newspapers 
from each state are 
included. At Shelton 
State, the index is 
available in both print 
and electronic for- 
mats. Both formats 
are located in the 
Electronic Resources 
section of the Main 
Campus Library. 

NEWSPAPER - A publica- 
tion issued at stated 
and frequent inter- 
vals, usually daily,

OXFORD ENGLISH 
DICTIONARY - 
Presents in alphabeti- 
cal series the words 
that have formed the 
English vocabulary

etymology (word 
history). Referred to 
as the "Grandfather" 
of dictionaries.
